gunman to death. 


Twenty three other prisoners in

A meeting at Indianapolis on flying safety was brought 


to light some astonishing facts that demand urgent, ener- 
getic attention from our top civil and military aviation au- 
thorities. 


We have heard a lot in recent years about the "crowded 


air" over our major airports. Only now are we beginning to 
learn how truly dangerous this congestion is. 


W G Jensen of the Air Transport Association, repre- 


senting the scheduled lines, gave the conference details- of 
the agency's survey of near-misses in commercial nying. 


He would not confirm a statement which the New lork 


Times says has been "generally known for some time : that 
•the survey showed four incidents daily in which airliners 
missed each other by perilously close margins.

But he asserted that 65 per cent of the near-misses oc- 


curred in full daylight and 43 per cent under conditions with 
15 miles or more of visibility. And he noted that almost 
a third took place in the nation's chief terminal areas— New- 
York, Chicago, Washington, Los Angeles, San Francisco, 
Dallas, Kansas City and Miami. 


To underline what is happening with the great growth 


of civil and military aviation, Lt. Col. Jack Tueller, chief of 
the Strategic Air Command's Flying Safety Branch, reported

election. This is probably a pretty good bet, either way. It is con- 
firmed by the poll result which shows 82 per cent of the Washington 
press and radio reporters believing that Ike will not run for a second 
term.

On the question of whether the Republican convention will nomi- 


nate Vice President Richard M. Nixon for the presidency, Arthur 
Krock of the New York Times puts the odds at six to four that-Nixon ' 
will be the nominee.

more season, batting a robust .314, 
slainming 27 home runs and knock- 
ing in 106 runs. Jones, despite 20 
defeats, was impressive. He won 
14 games, including a no-hitter, a 
two-hitter, a three-hitter and a 
four-hitter. Four of his triumphs 
were shutouts. Possessor of one of 
the fastest balls in the league, the 
big Negro righthander struck out 
197 to lead the league but he also 
walked the most batters, 185.

murderers won postponements of 
their executions Tuesday. 


Tlie executions of'Puler Edward 


Kenzig, 47. and LeRoy Jackson, 
28, were postponed by Superior 
Judge Arthur J. 
Murphy until 


Dec. 16. The Illinois Supreme, 
Court granted an indefinite stay 
to Calvin Donaldson, 28. 


Donaldson and Kcnzig had been 


scheduled to die Friday and Jack- 
son. Nov. 22. 


The stays of execution in Su- 


perior Court were granted so al- 
tofneys 
could prepare appeals. 


The Supreme Court granted the 
indefinite stay so it could com- 
plete its review of Donaldson's 
conviction.

ICC Chairman Briefs White 
House on Impending Probe

WASHINGTON W) — Chairman 


Hugh W. Cross of the Intel-state 
C o m m e r c e Commsision was re- 
ported today to have personally 
briefed White House aides on his 
involvement in a Senate investiga- 
tion. 


A decision to launch a public in- 


quiry into what was described as 
a possible "conflict of interest" 
case was made Tuesday by the 
Senate Investigations subcommit- 
tee. It acted after 
questioning 


Cross and others at a closed ses- 
sion. 


The subcommittee will seek to 


learn whether Cross played any 
role in negotiating a disputed con- 
tract for bus transportation of rail- 
road passengers between stations 
in Chicago. 


Begins Jan. 1 


Chairman McClellan 
(D-Ark), 


announcing that public hearings 
might begin before Jan. 1, said 
only that "we are inquiring into 
the conduct of a federal official 
as related to his official duties." 
He did not name Cross, a Repub- 
lican appointed to the ICC by for- 
mer President Truman. 


But Cross himself left no doubt 


that he is the official involved. 


Well-informed sources, who de- 


clined to be quoted by name, told 
a newsman Cross had communi- 
cated with White House aides con- 
cerning the inquiry, and was ex- 
pected to communicate with them 
again. They did not say why the 
White House was contacted. 


Cross, a former lieutenant gov- 


ernor of Illinois, brushed 'aside 
with a '""no comment" questions 
from- newsmen whether he had 
discussed with "the railroad peo- 
ple" their negotiations on the dis- 
puted contract.

ment. If a pioduct is stoiable and 
is eligible for a support price the 
government will lend the farmer 
an amount that will equal tne sup- 
poit price. If the puce rises ibo\e 
the support price the farmer m;y 
sell his pioduct and lepay the loan 
If the price is below the support, he 
may deliver the goods to the gov- 
ernment. Since the go\ ernment ac- 
tepts the commodity in full pay- 
ment and has no recourse to otner 
assets, this is called a non-recourse 
loan. 


A \ ariation to thi< is thp pur- 


chase agreement.* The govern- 
ment advances no money hut if 
thp market price is less than the 
support price, the government 
.agrees to paj at the support 
le\el. Lncler this type of farm 
program the support price is not 
automatic. It applies onlj to the 
portion that meets quality specifi- 
cations and ha* been properly 
stored and sealed. Howexer, the 
market maj be bolstered so long 
as the go\ ernment holds this sup- 
ply in storage. 
The advantages are: 
(1) Storage and pui chase opera- 


tions contribute to the welfare r>t 
the economy by storing products 
which can be used in times of na- 
tional emergency and short supply, 
and by making purchase pioducts 
available to school children, disas- 
ter aieas, and needy foreign coun- 
tries. 


(2) They have been proven to be 


politically acceptable and feasible 
to administrate. 


(3) Cost to the public has not

The Farm Program: 
There's Feud Between Big, 
Small Operators of Farms 


Is Farming Big Business or 
A Tamily-Type' Enterprise? 


EDITOR'S JWTE: There's a 


red hot feud on between small 
and big farm operator*. The 
reason* behind it, and what each 
aide Miy* should be done about it 
are «et forth in the following

five articles.

Aftftociated JPress Farm Rejwrtcr 


WASHINGTON UP)—Rapid mech- 


anization of agriculture—spurred 
by huge war and postwar demands 
—is «ervirig to pour fuel on a. long 
smouldering rift between "small" 
and "big" farmers. 


And declining prices of farm 


products the past few years are 
•erving to fan the feud. , 


Recent hearings on farm prob- 


lems held by the Senate Agricul- 
ture Committee in major farming 
areas of the country indicated this 
division may become a major issue 
-—along with farm price supports— 
In next year's presidential cam- 
paign. 


More on Fewer Acres 


Machinery, electrification, better 


•eeds, improved fertilizers and the 
like are making it possible to grow 
more and more crops on fewer 
and fewer acres. Likewise, new 
feed* are opening the way to the 
production of more meats, eggs 
and poultry with less feed and 
labor. 


This increased efficiency is put- 


ting a squeeze on the operators of 
•mailer farms who do not have 
the finances to take advantage of 
improved mechanization or enough 
land to justify their use. 


Largely because of the mechani- 


sation, crop surpluses have been 
built up. Prices have been de- 
pressed as a consequence. Natural- 
ly, th« less efficicient producers 
ar« hit the hardest—and they are, 
In most cases, operators of smaller 
terms. 


"Family-Type" 


,. This development has given rise 
to new demands that government 
farm polities be designed to pro- 
tect 
the "family-type" 
f a r m 


against th» encroachments of cor- 
porate-type farming. 


Government reports show there 


has been a rather sharp decline 
in the total number of farms in 
this country during the past 20 
years; The decline has been ac- 
companied by an increase in the 
average' size of farms. 


This situation is bringing to the 


forefront demands of some farm- 
ers and their leaders that the na- 
tion decide whether agriculture is 
to be regarded as merely a busi- 
ness-type enterprise or a social in- 
stitution designed not only to pro- 
duc* food and fiber, but to pre- 
serve a rural way of life. 


Conflicts over these two philos 


ephies dominated many of the 
Senate committee hearings. 


It's a Business 


" Typifying the viewpoint that 


agriculture is solely a business en- 
terprise was the testimony given 
by President H. E. Slusher of the 
Missouri Farm Bureau Federation 
at a hearing at Des Moines, Iowa. 


"Recognition should be given," 


he said, "to the fact that farming 
is a business and not just a way 
of life; that as a business, farms 
have become larger to make mech- 
anization practical; that there is 
no virtue hi making small' farm 
operators any more than in mak- 
nig small business men; that sub- 
sistence farmers must be dealt 
with as a welfare problem and' not 
as a farm problem." 


Then there was the advice of 


plain-spoken Daniel 'E. Boodiy, 
who has farmed 33 years in Go- 
shen County, Wyo. Asserting agri- 
cultuie "can take care of itself if 
left alone," Boodry suggested that 
farmers "hollering" about the situ- 
ation should quit the farm. 


The Other Side 


On the other hand came the com- 


plaint of R. V. Fitzgerald 
Jr., 


farmer-spokesman for his neigh- 
bors in Aurora County, S. D. 


"We decry the efforts of those 


who would foist upon the farmer 
any farm program which will, 
through economic necessity, place 
the fanner into the employ of giant 
'corporation' farms or into the 
cities there to compete in the 


labor pool as an unskilled work- 
er," he said. 
* 
' 


Those who want farming con- 


sidered solely as a business gen- 
erally favored the flexible price 
support program of the Eisenhow- 
er administration farm program 
and a minimum of government 
regulation. 


Bui those who said they wanted 


to preserve the small farms advo- 
cated price supports at either 90 
per cent or 100 per cent of parity 
for all farm products, including 
livestock, poultry and milk as well 
as ciops. Parity ia the price goal 
of farm programs. At the present 
time, only a part of the crops are 
supported. None, of the livestock 
and poultry products, or fruits and 
vegetables are supported.

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Supreme Court 
Not Infallible 
Reverses Self 65 Times 
In History of Nation

WASHINGTON OP)—The Supreme 


Court angered a lot of Southerners 
when it ordered an end to segrega- 
tion in public schools. The decision 
overturned an opposite ruling on 
segregation laid down by the couit 
39 years ago. 


A special Virginia commission, 


trying to find a way to get around 
the new ruling, expressed indigna- 
tion that the "law of the land is 
whatever the court may determine 
it to be by the process of judicial 
legislation." 


But this commission — called the 


Gray Commission — must have 
known this ivasn't the fust time 
the court has done an about-face 
on a decision handed down by the 
justices either long ago 01 in the 
recent past. 


Research at the Library of Con- 
less shows the couit has re- 
versed itself 65 tines in American 
history: 29 times between 1789 and 
1932 
and 36 times since then 


The court in 1S96 said it -was 


constitutional for a state to pass 


laws segregating Negioes 
fiom 


whites — as in railroad tiams — 
if the facilities given Negioes were 
equal to those of ihe whites 


This was the famous "separate 


but equal" doctrine which no sub- 
sequent court — until 1951 — 
knocked down although justices in 
tne meantime chipped away at it. 


Then on May 17, 1931, the pies- 


ent court wiped out the doctrine 
by ruling that segiegation in pub- 
Uc schools was unconstitutional. 


Since times change — and jus- 


tices are a pioduct of their times 
and environment — it is not un- 
usual, as history shows that jus- 
tices of a later day find a mean- 
ing m the Constitution contrary 
to that of their predecessois on 
the bench 


Dred Scott Ca«=e
